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Work underway 
across borough's 
worst highways

WORK has begun on the repair of 
the borough’s worst roads as part of 
a £5 million project to improve local 
highways. 

One hundred roadways are being 
targeted under the royal borough’s 
Highways Improvement and Local 
Labour Project (HILL). 

The project will see re-surfacing of local 
carriageways and works to repair and 
improve pavements, street trees, street 
lighting and signage. 

The roads in urgent need of repair 
have been identified through condition 
surveys and inspections. The works will 
be carried out in three stages over the 
next three years. 

The first stage of works started this 
month and is due to finish in March with 
the next stage of works starting in April 
next year. 

The improvement project was agreed by 
the royal borough last year in response 
to concerns about the condition of local 
roads. It will run in addition to ongoing 
improvements to principal A’ roads which 
are funded by Transport for London. 

The project also includes the creation of 
100 new jobs for a task force that will help 
carry out repair works.

New river crossings, 
London overground extensions are just some of the proposals being suggested which will hel| 
new prosperity and jobs to the area. 


T HE royal borough is 
working hard to ensure 
that Greenwich is 
equipped with excellent 
transport connections. 

Trains, the DLR, roads and 
river crossings all feature in the 
blueprint to make the borough 
more accessible to all. The aim is 
to help people, including visitors, 
move quickly and efficiently to, 
from and around the borough. 

Talks are being held with 
Transport for London (TfL) about 
a new bridge across the River 
Thames at Thamesmead. And 
work is well advanced on the long- 
awaited Crossrail project running 
through the borough with stations 
at Woolwich and Abbey Wood, 
which will speed journeys into 
central London and beyond. 

The aim is to give workers and 
businesses easier access to jobs, both 


locally and in other areas. 

Businesses in the borough are also 
set to benefit, as Greenwich becomes 
a far more accessible tourist 
destination for visitors to London. 
The hotel industry is already 
anticipating a rapid upsurge, with 
a soaring number of beds becoming 
available. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration 
and transport, said: “All this is 
happening at a time when we are 
regenerating our borough as never 
before. 

“The new Kidbrooke Village is 
already well advanced, as are the 
plans to transform the Greenwich 
Peninsula into a vibrant new 
community of homes, shops and 
businesses. Both our new and 
existing areas need rapid and reliable 
transport links to help them prosper, 
and this is starting to happen.”

Support for new 
river crossings 

T HE royal borough supports proposals 
to build a new bridge over the river and 
it is urging TfL to build a new bridge at 
Gallions Reach in Thamesmead. 

The council also wants sufficient public 
transport including rail crossings and 
confirmation the bridge would not worsen 
local traffic levels or air quality. 

TfL is consulting on different options 
for creating new river crossings between 
Tower Bridge and Dartford. Greenwich 
agrees these are badly needed to help grow 
the local economy, particularly eastwards, 
and provide more choices for people and 
goods to cross the river. 

The council is also pushing for better 
public transport connections to Abbey 
Wood and Thamesmead as part of 
its support of a new river crossing. 
In response to TfL’s consultation on 
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target for the borough’s section of the 
groundbreaking Crossrail project. 

Once it opens in December 2018, the south 
eastern branch will be able to speed travellers 
from local stations in Woolwich and Abbey 
Wood into central London and beyond, 
shaving valuable minutes from the current 
travel times. 

Network Rail and their contractors Belfour 
Beatty are now building a temporary station 
at Abbey Wood to allow the station to function 
fully while a new station is built for Crossrail. 

From 2018 there will be a train every five 
minutes during peak hours allowing people 
to travel right through the capital without 
having to change trains. 

The journey from Abbey Wood to Canary 
Wharf and Bond Street will be around 20 
minutes quicker, and passengers travelling to 
Heathrow will be able to cut around 40 minutes 
off their journey. The number of passengers 
using the station is predicted to almost treble 
within the next 15 years. 

Meanwhile, the company has a £70 million 
contract to fit out the station ‘box’ at Woolwich. 
Nearly 400 new homes are set to be built above 
the new station. 

The development will be known as 
Armourer’s Court. It will consist of five 
buildings of varying heights, set around a 
landscaped garden. There will also be shops 
and business space at ground level. The design 
draws upon the heritage of the nearby Royal 
Arsenal buildings, with brick, metal and glass 
facades. The buildings will range from 10 to 25 
storeys high. 

Crossrail is Europe’s largest construction 
project - work began in 
May 2009 and there are now 
more than 10,000 people 
working across more than 
40 construction sites. 

There will be 40 Crossrail 
stations including 10 new 
stations at Paddington, 

Bond Street, Tottenham 
Court Road, Farringdon, 

Liverpool Street, 

Whitechapel, Canary 
Wharf, Custom House, 

Woolwich and Abbey 
Wood. 

Crossrail will bring an 
extra 1.5 million people 
to within 45 minutes 
of central London and 
will link London’s key 
employment, leisure and 
business districts. An 
estimated 200 million 
annual passengers will 
use Crossrail.

T RAIN users going to and from the 
city via London Bridge will have 
another phase of timetable changes at 
the turn of the year. 

The work, part of Network Rail's £6.5 
billion Thameslink programme, affects 
Southeastern trains going to and from 
central London.The work will transform 
north and south travel through London 
when it is completed in 201 8. 

Since starting the revamp of London 
Bridge earlier this year, various 
platforms have been closed in rotation 


to allow work to take place. 

The next phase begins in late 
December. From December 22-24 
Southeastern trains - serving the royal 
borough - will be amended as new 
platforms 1 0and 1 1 open and platforms 
5 to 9 close for redevelopment. 

Then, from January 2015 to August 
2016, Southeastern services to and 
from Charing Cross will not call at 
London Bridge, but those to and from 
Cannon Street will continue to do so. 

Some diversions will take place 


between Charing Cross, Cannon Street, 
and Blackfriars. 

Also from January, Southeastern 
trains to and from New Cross, St. 
Johns, Deptford, Greenwich, Maze Hill, 
Westcombe Park, Woolwich Dockyard, 
Plumstead, Belvedere and Erith 
stations will be diverted to and from 
Cannon Street. 

London Bridge is the capital's oldest 
station, first built in 1836. It now caters 
for 55 million passengers - 50 per cent 
more than Gatwick Airport.

Her first real break happened in a 
small studio by the river, in Greenwich 
and so coming back for her 60th 
anniversary was definitely on her to-do 
list and quite fitting.

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Time called 
on veterans' 
alliance 


Eltham based association to close 
due to dwindling membership

TIME has finally caught up with an old 
comrades association set up to represent 
the two million young men called up for 
National Service between the end of the 
Second World War and 1963. 

Alan Tizzard founded the National 
Service Veterans Alliance from his home at 
Kingsground, Eltham, in 1996. Its aim was to 
win recognition for UK conscripts who had 
been called up at the age of 18 to serve for 
two years in the Army, the Royal Air Force, 
the Royal Navy or the Royal Marines. 

Once they finished, they then had to spend 
three years with the auxiliary Territorials’ 
forces. Alan said: “After that we stayed 
on call for 14 years. We were the backbone 


of the nation. The conscripted men far 
outnumbered the soldiers who had joined 
up as volunteers. We were needed to serve 
for the defence of the county. At 18 I was 
commanding a battle tank in Germany, with 
the 10th Royal Hussars.” 

At its peak, the Alliance had a thousand 
members, but now ha just a hundred. 

“Sadly it is coming to the end of its 
illustrious days because of our collective 
ages and because no new volunteers have 
come forward to take the reins,” he said. 

“We have achieved much, such as 
influencing the Veterans Lapel Badge now 
worn by most veterans. The Alliance had its 
headquarters in Eltham from the outset. It is 
my fervent belief that this should be added 
to Royal Eltham’s illustrious history. I’m 83 
now, and I feel very sad about it going.”. 



Locally, members still meet twice a month 
at the Woodcroft Club in Eltham High 
Street, and 25 of them hope to take part in 
this year’s Remembrance at the Cenotaph in 
London in November. 

Before he retired Alan was a safety officer 
with the London Borough of Southwark. He 
has also worked for the Royal Tank Regiment 
as a welfare officer and its historian. 

He has served as Alliance Chair, National 
Secretary and founder. Over the years, 
members have taken their roadshow to the 
borough’s annual Great Get Together and 
Armed Forces Day, and attended events at 
the Firepower! museum in Woolwich and 
others around the country.
